Intermediate Period s In the intermediate period, 19^2 - 19$$, there 
will b® an appreciable iiKsreaae In Soviet atcroic offensive capabilities, Ihe stock¬ 
piling of bombs will imress© substantially and aircraft caiabla of delivering the 
bomb will have improved performnce characteristics. The TU-ii will have an inoreesed 
radius and aerial refueling techniques could be well developed tqr this time, Ihe 
selection of targets by the Soviats prolably wcwld not change materially from that 
outlined above, Hcwever, Soviet capability to force the surreixler of the United 
Iingdc« will increase considerably during this period. likewise the Soviet capa¬ 
bility a^inst the United States will also bo Increased very deeldwiif,
